They lived 
on coarse vegetables and on pulverized 
bark. Their scanty clothing swarmed 
with, vermin. They were brutal iu their 
habits. The condition of 
things! in 


Paris and London for a thousand years 
before - the Reformation was scarcely 
better. The houses were of wood, daub- 
ed with mud and thatched with clay or 
reeds. Dirt;- straw was the only carpet. 
Domestic and human animalsherded to- 
gether in filth. A bag of straw and a 
wooden log were bed aud pillow. Mod- 
esty and purity were impossible. Out- ( 
side tbe houses things were no better. ! 
The narrow filthy streets; without sew-1 
ers, drainage, or lamps, were filled with I 
garbage 
and night-soil. Showers o f ' 
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slops-fell on the wayfarer who walked i *• 
through these alleys after night.

geration of an unclean truth: "There 
was aot a bath for a thousand years." 
King, courtier, and slave vied with each 
other in dirtiness. When Thomas a' j 
Deckel was mm-dered, bis clothes were ;. 
found to be toll of vermin. The "odor i 
of sanctitv" at that age wonld demand 
disinfectants and Boards of Health now. ! 


The good old times, thus rich in war, 


pestilence, famine, misery, and ilirt, 
were poor in the resources of healing art. 
A sick man sought n shrine cure, not a 
physician. The first were everywhere, 
the latter almost nowhere. Some cru- 
saders brought back to Europe two sov- 
ereign onres for all the ills flesh is air to 
—a bottle of the pretended milk of the 
Virgin, and ft finger of the Holy Ghost! 


The good old times, again, were times 


of utter insecurity. William of Malm es- 
bury, ipeokingof the Anglo-Saxons, says: 
"The common people were a prey to the 
mow powerful; thejr property was seized, 
their bodies dragged away to distant 
countries; their maidens were either 
thrown into a brothel or sold for slaves, 
drinking, ilay and night, was the general 
permit; vices, the companions of inebri- 
ety, followed." 
Every castle was the 


stronghold of a thief. The ruins of rob- 
ber towers siill crowd the banks of the 
Rhine. 


• Law, in ths good old times, was the 
science of torture. The bed of justice 
ww a rack. Thumbscrews tore truth and 
falsehood, more often the latter, out by 
the roots of the nails. The shuddering 
visitor still sees iu the subterranean 
cells of Nuremberg the "Iron Virgin,1' 
a ghastly compound of knives, and 
spear-heads, and 
iron bars, which 


pierced tmd sqnecned its victim in its 
iron embrace until jnst enough life was 
left to let him fetl the sharp blades 
which cut him to pieces as he fell into 
the bloody stream thirty feet bolow—a 
stream which seems to shrink away from 
tho earth's surface, as if ashamed of tho 
part it plays in this sickening drama of 
man's inhumanity to man. 


T.uegood old times, once more, were 


an era of utter selfishness. 
There were 


CO hospitals, no charitable organiza- 
tions, unless the monastic nurseries of 
vice and hot-beds of lechery are entitled 
to that name, no brotherhood, no hu- 
manity, no philanthropy. 


It is needless to add that the good old 


times were times of tho darkest igno- 
rance and the grossest superstition. 
In 


proportion as education advanced, the 
condition of the world became better. 
Tbe lamp that barns in the human brain 
is the fight which guides nitious to 
civilization. Ihe key to material growth 
is menial growth. It is by waging a re- 
lentless war against ignorance; by prt- 
iwitinq crime, attacking it with the 
school-house instead of the jail; by com- 
pelling parents to cease to deny their 
offspring the natural, inalienable right 
of instruction—it is by such means that 
modem society will finally reach the 


" vicinity of the Millennium. In propor- 


tion as it has used these weapons, it has 
prospered in the straggle of fife. When 
it nses them all, it will finally win the 
fight and usher in tho eoodnew times.— 
Chicago Tribune.
